2.5 The Board would concern itself mainly with the 
pome? afid Strategy issues wmie the dctaiicu tccmncai ass css- 
ntefrt and evaluation lor certdication and preparation of 
Certificates would be dealt wi ll by the technical Assessment 
Committee which would be accountable to the Board. All 
Certificate holders will be registered with the Board. The 
Certificate holders with inform; mo Board of tneir aisuuouiors/ 
licensees whenever appointed by them, A list of these will be 
available with the Board. 

' 2.6 The BMTPC Board of Agreement for its operations will 
be responsible to the Board of Management of BMfPC. 
The President and ‘he Member Secretary of the BMfPC 
Bicard of Agreement will ibe nominated/appointed by the 
Ministry of Urban Employment & Poverty Alleviation for a 
tertti of three years. 

3, Technical Assessment Committee (TAC) 

3.1 A Technical Assessment Committee (TAC ) consisting 
of a Chairman and experts from 10 organizations as per¬ 
manent members and an additional 11 experts as invitees 
oh proposal to proposal basis from construction agencies, 
research and development institutions, professionals, local 
bodies and academic institutions will assist the Board in its 
activities The composition of TAC is given in Annex-Ill. 

, 3.2 TAC will work out methods to assess the products for 
thtir performance in relation to its intended use satisfying re¬ 
quirements of safety (structural, fire, health and personal), 
durability, life cycle coss, energy conservation and envnon- 
mental consideration's. For carrying out the assessment of 
eVery proposal submitted and accepted for processing the 
TAC will finalise criteria and will work out the necessary 
tdst/evaluation methods in relation lo various attributes and 
criteria decided. These will take into account relevant build¬ 
ing regulations, stipulation of National Building Code and 
the related national standards. Other available specifications, 
test methods, methods of assessment and relevant guidelines 
in published literatures and the information provided bV the 
applicant will be considered.

-I. Appiaisal Unit 

4.1 io aeli.eve the objective oi the scheme and to facilitate 
its operation, uic BiViii'l will have an ’'Appraisal Unit” in 
its establishment, which will. be responsible tor implement¬ 
ing the scheme in the framework of evaluation criteria and 
parnnietcis as laid down by the Technical Assessment Com¬ 
mittee and the priorities it should attach lo various essential 
aspects ot pcitoimiuice lequircments ot the product in the 
light of potential applications in different geo-climatic condi¬ 
tions. 

4.2 l he Appiaisal Unit will take first decision as to the 
-uitabiJity of the subject for assessment as requested Or 
1 oi warded by an applicant. 

4.3 The Appraisal Unit will keep close liaison with the 
research laboratories, BIS, construction agencies, test houses, 
proauct and component manufacturers, building regulation 
authorities trade/research institutions/associations and such 
other related organisations. It will also keep liaison with 
International organisations like Comitc EUro-In te'rnational 
due ucton (CEB), Switzerland; International Council tor 
Building Research Studies nnd Documentation (C1B), UK; 
Building Research Establishment (BRE), UK and certifying 
agencies in other countries to take cognisance of develop¬ 
ments and advancements achieved in tin; pract.ce of perfor¬ 
mance appraisal certification concepts and systems.

5.2 Processing of Application—The Application will .then 
be processed by BMTPC through its Appraisal Unit. 

5.2.1 All performance aspects will be assessed including 
safely, installation, habitability, durability maintenance, 
fcasibility/practicahility of application and other require¬ 
ments. While working in the framework, of-guidelines issued 
bv the Appraisal Unit to apprise that the pioduci will wiut 
dures both in the laboratory and the field will be formulated 
by the Appraisal Unit to appraise, that the product will meei 
the required levels of performance, ft will also include eva¬ 
luation made of site experiences. Where neeessaiv sp-ciui 
installation of the, product and field trials will have to be 
undertaken by the applicant as may be directed by TAC.

5.5 Fee : 

5,5.1 The PAC" Certification Scvkcx will N available to 
pioducl mannfaclureis, designers, developers, trade nxso- 
ehitions, R & D institutions etc. on payment of appiopriatc 
tec. The amount of fee will be determined based on the 
iange of tests required and the type of assessment considered 
appropriate, both in the laboratory and the field including 
the duration of such process.

5.6 Evaluation Agencies/Testing, Characterisation Labora¬ 
tories & Centres. 

5,6.1 In the operation of the scheme, the BMTPC will 
maintain a recognised list of testing laboratories and insti¬ 
tutions (approved by TAC) classified as evaluation agencies 
depending upon the diversity of the building products to be 
assessed. The facilities as available in the existing institu¬ 
tions will be utilized as and when required. The Appraisal 
Unit will endeavour to develop new test facilities while mak¬ 
ing the maximum use of external sources like National Test 
House, R & D Organisations, Academic Institutions (Uni- 
versities/iIlTs etc.) and individual manufacturers in. obtain¬ 
ing test results for the Performance Appraisal Certificate.
